O Halifax to join global protests Saturday 
O Donations coming in for food, supplies 



Occupy Nova Scotia will rally with 
its sisters on Saturday in what has 
been named a day for global mass 
action. 

Dylan Sagar, an administrator 
of the group’s Facebook page, 
expects the rally at Grand Parade in 
downtown Halifax to be a peaceful 
one. 

“This is the country that we will 
be inheriting, and if we choose not 
to use the current systems in place, 
then where are you?” he asked, 
adding the action begins at 11 a.m. 

“If you’re peaceful about it, it’s 
more fmstrating for them.” 

Const. Brian Palmeter of Halifax 
Regional Police said officers spoke 
with organizers on Thursday. 

“Our goal is to ensure the safe¬ 
ty of the people there to lawfully 
and peacefully protest, which they

are entitled to do,” he said. 

“Our role is to monitor the event 
and respond in the event that we 
are needed. But if we’re not need¬ 
ed then we’ll just stand by.” 

The worldwide phenomenon 
made its way to the region earlier 
this month. The group now has 
more than 2,500 Facebook likes 
and 900 Twitter followers. 

Although the protests on Wall 
Street in New York City is what 
roused the local version, the group 
has its own take on things. 

“We’re rallying behind local 
issues,” he said.

Olivia Chow spoke of Jack 
La 3 ^on’s inspiring “hope,” 
“courage,” and “love” at a 
prostate cancer luncheon 
in Halifax on Thursday. 

More than 200 people 
sporting Prostate Cancer 
Canada’s signature blue 
striped ties, hats and 
handkerchiefs packed the 
room at Halifax Marriott 
Harbourfront Hotel for an 
the annual Leaders’ Con¬ 
ference. 

“He felt very blessed to 
have the opportunity to 
speak out about prostate 
cancer, and to do so with a 
national stage — some¬ 
thing he knew would help 
other men,” Chow told 
delegates of her late hus¬ 
band and former federal 
NDP leader, who passed 
away in late August. 

Chow, the MP for Trini¬ 
ty—Spadina in Toronto, 
applauded Nova Scotia’s 
free prostate specific anti¬ 
gen (PSA) blood testing 
program, the test that de¬ 
tects the cancer, and spoke 
of the need for the same 
system country-wide. 

“Men already make 
enough excuses,” she 
joked, adding La 3 ^on was 
tested every year on the

advice of his father, a 
prostate cancer survivor. 

Chow hailed multiple 
standing ovations from 
the attentive crowd, and 
sparked more than a few 
eruptions of laughter. 

“We have a team of 
New Democratics deter¬ 
mined to grow the best 
moustaches in town, and 
we call them our ‘New 
Dem-MO-cratics,”’ she 
said, referring to next 
month’s Movember 

fundraiser that raises 
money for men’s health. 

All jokes aside, Chow 
said she hopes to help 
make this the best 
Movember in Canada’s 
history, and believes the 
legacy of her husband’s 
prominent and recogniza¬ 
ble moustache will en¬ 
courage that. 

Layton was diagnosed 
with prostate cancer in 
early 2010, and took leave 
of his duties earlier this 
year to fight an unspeci¬ 
fied, newly diagnosed can¬ 
cer. 

When asked by an audi¬ 
ence member the reason¬ 
ing for concealing the 
illness that took his life, 
Chow said, “he didn’t 
want people to lose hope 
if they had that kind of 
cancer.” 


A few years ago, Paul 
Lamarre didn’t think he’d 
be attending a conference 
for prostate cancer. 

But last year, he was di¬ 
agnosed with the cancer 
and had been undergoing 
treatment for it until May 


of this year. 

“1 was a very sick pup¬ 
py coming out of it all, 
but 1 have come out the 
other side,” Lamarre said 
Thursday. 

He’s since been in¬ 
spired to attend other 


conferences much like 
Prostate Cancer Canada 
Network Leaders’ Confer¬ 
ence in Halifax this week¬ 
end, and hopes to bring 
information back to his 
home in Abbotsford, B.C.

any regularity. Yet 70 per 
cent rate their satisfaction 
with the service at seven or 
higher on a scale of one to 
10 . 

Not only do a small 
number of us use the sys¬ 
tem, but the 89 per cent 
that don’t have little inten¬ 
tion of doing so in the near 
future. 

Because travel to and 
from work represents our 
major need for transport, 
our survey explored this 
area in detail. Fifteen per 


cent take the bus four to 
five times per week, four 
per cent carpool every day, 
69 per cent drive cars, 10 
per cent walk and there are 
a few cyclists among us. 

Almost 80 per cent say 
they can’t be persuaded to 
leave their cars at home, 
and 70 per cent of those 
people insist they need 
their cars for use as part of 
their job. 

In an era when the cost 
of gasoline and operating 
our cars is soaring, why are 
we so reluctant to use alter¬ 
nate forms of transporta¬ 
tion? 

The most frequent re¬ 
sponse, by 80 per cent, was 
that we enjoy the trip to 
the office in our cars. It 
would take something dra¬ 


matic to get us to change 
our ways. 

Eleven per cent would 
have to lose their driver’s 
licence in order to use pub¬ 
lic transit. Only a dramatic 
increase in the frequency 
of service — 24 per cent — 
would appear to have a 
positive impact on usage 
rates. 

For almost 100 years our 
cities have been designed 
to accommodate the auto¬ 
mobile, and now we are 
living with the conse¬ 
quences.

and disaster victims. 

Both groups responded 
with similarly strong emo¬ 
tions, but the frontal lobes 
that control fear or aggres¬ 
sion were less activated in 
gamers. 

“Both groups reacted 
strongly to the photos,” 
says Dr. Christian Montag, 
lead author of the study. 

“But while the control 
group down-regulates their 
feelings, the gamers do not 
need to down-regulate be¬ 
cause their initial response 
was not as high. 

Montag added: “(First- 
person-shooter players) do 
not respond as strongly to 
the real, negative-image 
material because they are 
used to it from their daily 
computer activities.”

To stop the bulging 
waistlines, officials said, 
the country needs to 
collectively trim five 
billion calories from its 
daily diet. 

But in a slightly confus¬ 
ing twist, the government 
also issued new calorie rec¬ 
ommendations that are 
about 100 calories higher 
than the last figures in 
1991. 

Men are now allowed to 
eat about 2,605 calories of 
food every day while for 
women, it’s 2,079.

Pilot error 
blamed for 
deadly plane 
crash in Russia 

RUSSIA. A pilot helping to 
investigate a Russian jet 
crash that killed 44 peo¬ 
ple last month said 
Thursday that a simula¬ 
tion pointed to pilot 
error as the cause. 

The Yak-42 jet crashed 
into the banks of the Vol¬ 
ga River on Sept. 7 
moments after takeoff 
from the city of Yaroslavl 
in western Russia, wiping 
out the Lokomotiv 
Yaroslavl professional 
hockey team, which 
included several former 
NHL players. 

Test pilot Vasily 
Sevastyanov told state- 
run Channel One televi¬ 
sion that the plane went 
into a spin because a pi¬ 


lot pulled it up too 
sharply following an ab¬ 
normally slow run. 

Officials have not yet 
announced the reason 
for the crash, but have 
said that all the plane’s 
systems were function¬ 
ing normally until 
impact. 

Russian media reports 
said the investigators be¬ 
lieve that one of the 
pilots accidentally 
activated the wheel 
brakes during takeoff, 
while another pilot 
pulled the plane up to a 
critical angle in a desper¬ 
ate attempt to get it into 
the air. 

The sharp manoeuvre 
caused the jet to crash 
immediately after 
takeoff. 

The only person who 
survived the crash, flight 
engineer Alexander 
Sizov, told Channel One 
from his hospital bed 
that he couldn’t say 
whether the plane’s 
brake was activated dur¬ 
ing takeoff. 
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If there is a Southern Cali¬ 
fornia way of life, Randy 
Fannin seemed to have 
found it. The salon owner 
lived along the back nine 
of a desert golf course and 
his prosperous business is 
located just blocks from 
the beach and boasts a loy¬ 
al clientele that had fol¬ 
lowed him from salon to 
salon.

Fannin’s wife survived the 
attack 

Hiding. Sandy Fannin sur¬ 
vived the attack because 
she was in the back of the 
shop, said Ron Sesler, who 
owns a steakhouse next to 
the salon where many cus¬ 
tomers and stylists sought 
refuge during the attack. 

“He liked to play basket¬ 
ball with his grandson,” 
said friend and neighbour 
Pandora Gage, who has 
known the Fannins since 
2005. “He liked to golf He 
was a really, really nice 
guy. They were a wonder¬ 
ful couple.”

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Salvage of stricken ship 
resumes in New Zealand 


O Good weather gives hope to crews looking to remove oil O The Rena ran 
aground Oct. 5 on Astrolabe Reef O Cause of crash still being determined 


The calmest weather in 
days gave salvage crews 
hope they would be able on 
Friday to resume pumping 
the remaining fuel from a 
cargo ship stuck on a New 
Zealand reef. 

The ship Rena has al¬ 
ready spilled hundreds of 
tons of oil, and crews are in 
a race against nature to tiy 
and remove the remaining 
fuel before waves break up 
the vessel, which has begun 
to crack apart and is lean¬ 
ing on a 22-degree tilt. 

Last week crews re¬ 
moved about nine metric 
tons of oil before the weath¬ 
er forced them to postpone 
salvage attempts. 

Environmentalists have 
warned of a disaster for 
wildlife if all the ship’s

1,700 tonnes of oil and 200 
tonnes of diesel is allowed 
to spill into the ocean. 

Nick Bohm, a 
spokesman for Maritime 
New Zealand, which is 


managing the emergency 
response, told The Associat¬ 
ed Press Friday that crews 
are “relatively positive” 
they can proceed with 
plans to board the vessel 
and begin pumping oil to a 
nearby barge. He said 
pumping should begin Fri¬ 
day afternoon in an opera¬ 
tion that could last several 
days. 

Bohm said there are 
stronger winds forecast for 
the weekend, which may 
hamper the operation. 

Heavy seas had kept sal¬ 
vage crews away from the 
236-metre Rena for days, 
but better weather Thurs¬ 
day allowed crews to board 
the vessel for about six 
hours to check systems.

A 10-year-old polar bear 
named Aurora premature¬ 
ly gave birth to three cubs 

— two males and a female 

— on Tuesday night and 
zoo staff stepped in when 
she rejected them. 

The uninjured male cub 
remains in the zoo’s inten¬ 


sive care unit under 
round-the-clock care and 
staff say it’s hoped he will 
get stronger. 

Polar bears typically 
give birth in late Novem¬ 
ber and in December and 
the zoo says this birth is 
likely the earliest recorded 
birth of polar bears in cap¬ 
tivity. 

Female polar bears den 
at the start of winter and 
nurse their newborns for 



several months before 
emerging with their sur¬ 
viving cubs in the spring. 

Aurora is still on exhibit 
in the Tundra Trek at the 
zoo with her twin sister 
Nikita and a male bear 
named Inukshuk.

Oregon surfer says

Doug Niblack was trying to 
catch another wave before 
going to work, when his 
longboard hit something 
hard as rock off the Ore¬ 
gon Coast and he suddenly 
found himself standing on 
the back of a thrashing 
great white shark.

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Record sentence for insider trading

A former billionaire de¬ 
scribed by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment as “the modern face 
of illegal insider trading” 
was sentenced Thursday 
to 11 years in prison, the 
longest insider-trading 
sentence ever but far 
short of the two decades 
sought by prosecutors. 

Galleon Group founder 
Raj Rajaratnam also was 
fined $10 million US and 
ordered to forfeit $53.8 
million by District Judge 
Richard J. Holwell, who 
said he concluded that Ra¬ 
jaratnam made well over 
$50 million in profits 
from his illegal trades. 

“His crimes and the 
scope of his crimes reflect 
a virus in our business 
culture that needs to be 
eradicated,” Holwell said. 
“When the integrity of 
the marketplace is called 
into question, the public 
suffers.” 


The sentence eclipsed 
by one year the prison 
term given to one of Ra¬ 
jaratnam’s co-defendants 
just weeks ago. 

The Sri Lanka-born Ra¬ 
jaratnam, 54, was ordered 
to report to a yet-to-be- 
designated prison on Nov. 
28. His lawyers asked that 
he be allowed to report to 
the medical facility at the 
Butner Federal Gorrec- 
tional Gomplex in North 
Garolina, where Bernard 
Madoff is serving his 150- 
year sentence after admit¬ 
ting to a multi-decade 
pyramid scheme that 
cheated thousands of peo¬ 
ple out of billions of dol¬ 
lars. 

The judge gave Rajarat¬ 
nam leniency, citing his 
need for a kidney trans¬ 
plant and his diabetes.

It’s just another day on 
the set of The Walking 
Dead, the hit AMC series 
that starts its second sea¬ 
son Sunday with 13 horri¬ 
fying new episodes.

George Beauchamp 

Most people credit Les Paul 
with having something to 
do with the invention of 
the electric guitar — and 
he did. But the original 
props must go to 
Beauchamp, who invented 
an electrically-amplified 
guitar in 1931 and began 
selling models with the 
help of the Ro-Pat-In Corpo¬ 
ration the following year. 

The first documented 
performance featuring an 
electric guitar was in 1932 
using one of Beauchamp’s 
Electric Spanish models. 

Hugh Le Caine 

An atomic physicist by vo¬ 
cation, Le Caine ended up 
in Ottawa working with cir¬ 
cuits that could tame elec¬ 
tricity and turn it into 
sounds. 

By the mid-’40s, he had 
constructed an apparatus 
that made music using a pi¬ 
ano-style keyboard. 

Veiy cool — but calling 
his invention The Electron¬ 
ic Sackbut wasn’t a great 


marketing move. 

Grady Martin 

During a session in 
Nashville in 1960, Grady’s 
guitar amplifier suffered a 
sort of meltdown. 

Instead of sounding 
clean and pure, his guitar 
sounded fuzzy and distort¬ 


ed — but in a cool way. 
With the help of some en¬ 
gineers, Grady came up 
with a foot pedal that could 
summon this fuzziness on 
demand. 

It became known as a 
“fiizz pedal” and gave gui¬ 
tarists a way to make their 
instrument sound power¬ 


ful and menacing. 

Del Casher 

Not too long after Grady 
Martin discovered the pow¬ 
er of fuzz, Del — who 
played guitar for eveiyone 
from Lawrence Welle to 
Frank Zappa — discovered 
a circuit made by the 


Thomas Organ Company 
called a midrange boost. 

Fiddling with it pro¬ 
duced the same sort of ef¬ 
fect as a trumpeter or 
trombonist using a mute 
over the horn. Adapting it 
to a foot pedal, he gave one 
to Zappa who gave it to Ji- 
mi Hendrix. 

He used it to great effect 
in Voodoo Chile in much 
the same way Eric Clapton 
featured it in Cream’s 
White Room. Guitarists 
have been using wah-wah 
pedals ever since. 

Jim Marshall 

Marshall ran a music shop 
in London. When guitarists 
started demanding more 
powerful amplifiers, he 
started building them. 
Marshall Amplifiers are 
now standard dream gear 
for guitarists everywhere. 
Oh, and did I mention that 
Marshall was a drummer?

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Taste the savoury side of pie 

O Unlikely combo of sweet potatoes, apples and pork results in tasty dish

Though apple pies tend to 
dominate this time of year, 
on chilly nights it’s nice to 
remember that pie can 
have a savouiy side as well. 

This recipe brings to¬ 
gether another of au¬ 
tumn’s star ingredients — 
sweet potatoes — and 
pairs it with salty, savoury 
ground pork and sausage. 

For good measure and 
to balance the fatty meats, 
it also includes apples. 

Preparation: 

I Heat oven to 200 C (400 
F). 


Ingredients: 

• 1 kg (2 lb) sweet potatoes, 
peeled and cut into chunks 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) canola or 
vegetable oil 

• 1 small yellow onion, 
diced 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) chopped 
fresh sage, divided 

• 0.5 ( 1/8 tsp) allspice 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) salt, divided 

• 3 ml ( 3/4 tsp) ground 
black pepper, divided 


In a medium saucepan 
over medium-high, 
bring about 2.5 cm (1 
inch) of water to a boil. 
Add sweet potatoes and 
cook until tender, about 
8 minutes. Drain and set 
aside. 

Meanwhile, in a small 
saute pan over medium- 
high, heat oil. Add 
onion, 15 ml (1 tbsp) of 
the sage, allspice, 2 ml 
(1/2 tsp) of the salt and 
2 ml (1/2 tsp) of the pep¬ 
per. Cook until onion is 
tender, about 5 minutes. 


• 500 g (1 lb) ground pork 

• 500 g (1 lb) loose sausage 
meat 

• 1 apple, peeled, cored and 
diced 

• 125 ml ( 1/2 cup) 
breadcrumbs 

• 1 egg 

• 1 prepared deep-dish pie 
crust (raw) 

• 1 ml ( 1/4 tsp) nutmeg 

• 2 ml ( 1/2 tsp) finely grated 
lemon zest 


In a large bowl, mix to- 
' gether the pork, 
sausage meat, apple, 
breadcrumbs, egg and 


onion mixture. Pat pork 
the mixture into the pie 
crust. Bake for 20 
minutes. 

Meanwhile, in a large 
bowl, mash together the 
sweet potato, remaining 
15 ml (1 tbsp) sage, re¬ 
maining 2 ml (1/2 tsp) 
salt, remaining 1 ml (1/4 
tsp) pepper, nutmeg and 
lemon zest. After the 
pork cooks for 20 
minutes, remove it from 
oven and dollop the 
sweet potato mixture 
over surface. 

Return the pie to the 
^ oven and cook it for an¬ 
other 25 to 30 minutes 
or until the sweet potato 
begins to brown and pie 
registers 74 C (165 F) at 
the centre. Let cool 
slightly before slicing 
and serving.
